historian Plutarch wrote a treatise c<in- 
tradi,ctiiiK the vulgar idea. "Great 
f(«>ls," said he, "are they who think 
that they see a face on the moon. That 
which they think tliey si-e is an illusion. 
It is caused l>y fatigue of the eye, which 
makra light and shade where there is 
only uniformity. " 

How greatly he was mistaken was 
shown afterwards, when the telescope 
was invented. Under the powerful eye 
of this instrument the sarfsoe of the 
moon exhifafta anything but tmifi>rmity 
It eqnal.s in roughness the roughest p< >r- 
tkm of the earth s surface. Huge moun- 
tain oratera are scattered over the disk, 
and within many of these are smaller 
ruountaiuB. Deep chasms and hieh 
ridges are abundant From same of the 
mountains long rays extend ia every 
direction like streanis of lava. 

The telescope dispels all those resem- 
blances which are so apparent to the 
miked iM c.

So it happens, •writes a Washington 
corresivuident, that Wa.sliington has 
more proficients on roller skates to the 
square acre than an.v other city in the 
world, and that certain classes of her 
|Mipiilation have mannerisms ns peculiar 
to roller skaters as are the unconsi-ious 
ni.-ciianicai movements of a hhicksmith 
<-li.iracti-ristic and tyjiical with all his 
guild. Wherever there is a declivit.v, as 
on Capitol Hill, roller skaters most do 
c.ingregate. They go up the incline in 
shoals, as it were, every individual girl 
or boy, or mau or women, bending to his 
or her work with patient, cheerful 
alacrity. Cijming down they pool their 
issues, and form m line behind a leader, 
who, with his coat-tail in firm grasp of 
the boy behind him, giv?s momentum to 
the wh(de column, everv individual stand- 
ing stiff and prim on the rollers.

Here comes 
in the delusive or deceptive feature of 
the sclu-iae, and the unconscious me- 
chaaical nioveiacut that h.is grown into 
a luann.-risia. If all goes well, that skim 
down Capitol Hill is worth a week's fuu 
to any boy or girl who has the spirit of 
adventure. Those who etijoy coasting 
will uudergtaiid this. But in this substi- 
tute for coasting it is rarclv that all does 
go Well. If the leader tumbles, all tum- 
ble, or if any one down the line tumbles, 
all behind him tumble. Kvery skater 
K<-»-ms to nnderstaad this, and they ore 
s. 1 c. .nti.l. nt ill tl„.ir oxiHSCt.ltloUs of hav- 
ing to Bit down in the face of a catastrophe, 
that they seem alwa.vs in the act of get- 
ting ready to sit down. When the 
catastrojihe comes, or rather on the in- 
stant it tlireatens, every boy or girl sits 
down ])roraptIy, but easily, with a move- 
ment that reminds one of the mechanism 
of the conventional stage faU. The ma- 
jjritv remain in sitting posture until 
some boy who has gtxxl command of his 
legs reaches an upright i>08ition and pro- 
ceeds to assist tho others. Tlien they 
glide in a subdued way to the bottom of 
the hill, scattering as the spirit moves 
them. Often some tjro on ndler skatss 
is 1( ft to regain his footin|f jiimiJf^ or 
some boy with a bloody nose, or a 
sprained snkle, or a braised hand, is left

The Origin of Hull (iames. 
The history of the ball games, which 
commences in the spring months of the 
year, would carry ns back a very long 
way, for the origin of ball play dates from 
K-yond history itself, and traces of it are 
to be found in almost every nation . ti tic 
face of the glolie. It is even hupp. ■^■•1 
that it had a deeji sm.vbi^Ucal nK-annig 
when first jdayed in the spring of the 
y. ar, an.l that the tossing of the ball wa.s 
intended lirst to typify the ii|>springiug 
of the life of nature afti-r the glcN>ju of 
winter. .\iid whether this was tho case 

among th.- ] j.le of aTitiijuity or not, it 

is a remarkable fact the eceli-siasti<'s of 
the early Church adopted this symbol, 
and gave it a very s]>eci.il significance V»y 
meeting in tho '-hiiri'li' s • .n l-l.'i.ster day, 
and tlirfiwing up a ball from hand to hand 
to typify the r.-snrroction. This, which 
w.as done originally as a kind of religious 
observance, soon deneg^te<l it to am. r<- 
custom, and h.id to be discontinuc<l, a.s 
it causeil much disorder; but it will ac- 
count for the fact that games at ball are 
supposed to oommenoe ^ropetlj at Eas- 
ter. 

In England these games of ball have 
always been exceedingly numerous. 
*' StocdbaU," a game played by two per- 
sons seated on stools, who throw the ball 
from one to the other in a peculiar fash- 
ion, is alluded to by many ci the cAd 
writers; and the games of trapball and 
rounders ate of remote antiquity. But 
perhaps the most )><')piilar as well as the 
most ancient ^ame wa- t. • i i- Thi.s 
sport was clsssical — at h-n.st iiai. l t. nnis 
was snd was doubtless play«'d when 
Homer wrote, nnd it oertainly was popn- 
lar when Horace satirized tin; " swells ' 
of hb period.

PreM, writing from Nassau, Bahamas, 
says: A very interesting feature of busi- 
ness life here is the trade in 8)H>tiges. 
Every day, except Saturday, the dock at 
the foot of Parbameut street, which is 
the recognizeil mart for thia branch of 
traffic, is thronged with gentleman buy- 
ers of this product of the sea. The 
dock, which is some three hundred feet 
lan|( by thirty feet wide, is covered with 
^OBges, put up in strings and arranged 
in lota, which are nnmbered and marked. 
Mr. Higgs, the clerk of the market, hav- 
ing seen that each lot ia dnfy bbeled 
with its proper tag,' makea oat aa many 
schedules of the vraole aa there are buy- 
ers, and fnmishea each <me with a lirt. 
Upon this the gmtlemfui, after a careful 
examination of the lots, makes his bids, 
and turns in the paper at the close of the 
market. The offers are then compared, 
and the highest bid takes the lot. The 
sale is absolnte, upon 5 per cent, com- 
mission, and the amount of business 
done m this way is quite large diuing 
the entire season.
